BiackBerry nevers faiis to excite us and then 
get our hopes down over and over again. Whiie 
its eariier phones were steiiar exampies of 
briiiiant amaigamation of the right hardware and 
software, the same cannot be said of its current 
crop of smartphones. Think about the Z10, Z30, 

Z3, if you need a memory refresh and whiie the 
Passport stood out, it was an awkward size and 
the phone didn't reaiiy make a massive impact 
in the market. 

Late to the party? 

That brings us to BiackBerry's iatest 
smartphone, christened the 'Leap', it iooks and 
feeis rather simiiar to the Z3, offers good buiid, 
and is comfortabie to hoid thanks to a grippy 
exterior. The Sin HD dispiay packs in 294ppi and 
does weii as you view HD videos on it. However, 
for the hefty price at which the phone is 
offered, we do expect a wee bit more. Phones 
priced around the ?10K mark offer quad-core 
processing but BiackBerry has chosen to stick 
with its good oid friend - the 1.5GHz duai-core 
Quaicomm SnapDragon processor. The 2GB of

To sum up, the BiackBerry Leap has a few things 
that are genuineiy usefui.

A SUPERMASSIVE BLACK HOLE " 

Interstellar’s VFX chief . *aul Franklin on building a deep-space monster j 


The more I learned about the 
black hole, the weirder it became. 
It’s more outlandish than anything 
in any fantasy film about magic 
or the supernatural that I’ve 
ever worked on. 

Interstellar \s about a group of 
astronauts who travel to a distant 
galaxy where, instead of a star at 
the heart of the system, there's a 
supermassive black hole with 100 
billion times the mass of our sun. 

A black hole is what happens 
when a huge star dies. Hie fires 
of nuclear fusion are no longer 
burning so it collapses, becoming 
denser and denser until it forms 
an infinitesimally small point with 
infinite density. Its gravity is so 
strong that nothing can escape, not 
even light, so you end up with this 
black sphere fioating in space. 

All the surrounding gas and 
dust spirals into the black hole. 


speeding up until it's travelling 
at almost the speed of light, so 
there's also a belt of gas, like the 
rings of Saturn, but glowing. 

We didn't want the audience 
to think, ‘Oh, this is the computer- 
generated bit'. We wanted them 
to think, ‘Wow, they went out and 
filmed a black hole!' 

Professor Kip Hiorne from 
Caltech is one of the world's 
leading experts on black holes, 
and a close colleague and friend 
of Stephen Hawking. Kip gave 
us the maths, then the computer 
scientists here at Double Negative 
were able to turn his numbers 
into software that created images 
of the black hole. So when you 
see the black hole in the film, it's 
created by real physics. 

Hie biggest challenge was 
creating the level of detail for 
the IMAX format, which offers 


something like 10 times the 
resolution of your HD TV. If the 
images are noisy, if anything is 
wrong, there's nowhere to hide. 

To make images that big, we have 
a ‘render farm' of 20,000 nodes, 
each equivalent to a very fast 
desktop PC. It still took over 100 
hours to render each individual 
frame. We ended up with over 


800TB of data; it was, as we say 
in visual effects, ‘non-trivial'. 

At one point the astronauts 
travel through a wormhole, and 
we were able to create the interior 
according to the physics that Kip 
gave us - but it was, frankly, like 
you were going through some 
mad, psychedelic hall of mirrors. 
It's amazing, but you have to 
remember it needs to make 
sense to a large audience. 

We even discovered something 
new in the process. Our simulated 
black hole is immense, and it's 


rotating at nearly the speed of 
light; a thing that huge, spinning 
that fast, warps the space around 
it, like putting your finger on a 
napkin and twisting. Hiis produces 
a very complex, very beautiful 
pattern at the edge of the event 
horizon; Kip said this had never 
been seen before, because no-one 
had ever tried visualising a black 


hole as if they were fioating near 
it with a camera. We'd discovered 
a new level of detail in the structure 
around a black hole. 

So, with Kip, we co-authored 
a scientific paper for the Institute 
of Physics' journal. Classical And 
Quantunn Gravity. I never thought 
my career as a filmmaker would 
involve publishing a peer-reviewed 
scientific paper. 

I'm all for the unification of art 
and science. Science reveals truth, 
and artists interpret it; they're two 
sides of the same coin.

The 
city overflows with energy and is a treasure 
trove of touristy delights - Karen Blixen 
Museum, Giraffe Centre and the obscenely 
adorable Elephant Orphanage. Feel like 
getting away from it all? Get a bike 
and head into the glorious Karura 
forest of Nairobi. 


The name Kenya came from the 
Kamba tribe’s name for Mount 
Kenya - ‘Kinyaa’. The tribes 
around the mountain still pray to it. 
Standing at 5199 metres with 
snow-covered peaks all year 
around, the mountain looks divine 
alright. The best part? It’sjust 
150km from the capital city of 
Nairobi - hop into a taxi, listen to 
some Toto and four hours later, 
you’ll be gazing up at the 
mountain, shivering slightly.

It may not be ready to replace the 
Pro or Air versions just yet, but 
the design of the MacBook 12ln 
makes everything else look plain 
old. It packs In a beautiful Retina 
display despite being smaller than 
the already tiny 11ln Air, and at 
920g It's even lighter. 

It uses one of Intel's new Core 
M processors and, as a result. Isn't 
quite as powerful as an Air or Pro, 
but unless you're doing some 
serious processor-straining you 
won't notice. It has a nine-hour 
battery life and can even handle 
recent games if you tweak the 
graphics settings. 

Is this the perfect laptop? 

No, there's certainly room for 
improvement.

The previous Lenovo Thinkpad X1

Look closer 
and even the bumpers have gone 
through a nip and a tuck. The fog 
lights are MIA, thanks to the full 
LED headlights that also get a 
new eyebrow pattern and double 
up as fog lights if need be.

Apple MacBook Air 13in 


The laptop that practically invented the 
Ultrabook format has been updated for 
a seventh time. It’s outwardly the same 
slim, light slice of tech, but Intel’s latest 
Broadwell-generation Intel Core i5 CPUs 
let it rev that bit harder. 


Apple knows not to mess with a winning 
formula, and the Air 13in is still almost 
unbeatable. Just check out the battery life: 
up to 12 hours. Very few Windows laptops 
get anywhere close. What’s more, with a 
Core i5 CPU playing conductor, OS X sings 
beautifully. (If you’re planning to edit videos, 
upgrade the RAM to 8GB.) 

There is, however, a sense that Apple 
is being a bit too slow to really change the 
Air, and the most obvious sign of this is the 
screen. When most phones are 1080p, the 
Air’s panel seems quaintly old-fashioned. 

It looks plain bad when not viewed dead-on, 
and it’s nowhere near as sharp as the Asus 
or Apple’s other laptops. 

And while it’s one thing not to mess with 
a formula, Apple’s fancy new 12in MacBook 
makes the Air’s design look a little tired.

Asus’s Zenbook Ultrabooks normally cost 
a fair bit, but this one is pretty affordable 
while still giving you the look and feel of 
a far pricier laptop.

Is it any good? 

The Zenbook is noticeably thinner and 
lighter than the Apple, and unusually for 
an Asus laptop, it also looks great. 

It can’t touch the MacBook on battery 
life, but with around nine hours of stamina 
when doing simple stuff, it still has decent 
staying power. That’s largely down to 
using one of Intel’s new Core M CPUs.

■ Mirror mirror on the bike. 

Not having rear-view mirrors 
on the bicycie might be a 
reguiar thing, but riding in the 
rains is risky business and it is 
aiways better to iook before 
you ieap.

You can't cycie 
in fiipfiops. Get a decent pair of

The most important 
part of your gear is your heimet. 
For the rainy season, you need 
something iike the Fuii Face 700 
(^3399 /decathion.in).

■ Track ‘em down!

n ou mean like Van Helsing? I’m pretty 
sure that only seemed to last forever. 

It did. But, like the film Von Helsing, 
there are some things that should 
not be.

See, a camera sensor is made up of lots 
of photodiodes that turn light into an electrical 
signal; the camera's processor turns those 
signals into visual data. A solar panel, on the 
other hand, is made up of lots of photodiodes 
that turn light into electrical power. The 
Columbia Computer Vision Laboratory has 
built a video camera that flip-flops between 
photoconductive and photovoltaic modes so 
it can power its own image capture. 


Holy continuous shooting! But to what end? 

Well, it's not for the Annie Leibovitzes of 
this world. Not yet, anyway- the Columbia 
continuo-cam takes one tiny, 30x40-pixel 
frame per second. But simultaneous powering 
and shooting is just showing off, really: the 
sensor could Just as easily send energy to 
a battery for use at night, meaning you could 
have a compact camera (or a CCTV setup) 
that never runs dry. Which might mean we can 
all take three-week holidays without needing 
an adapter, or it might mean a surveillance 
network that never blinks. Fingers crossed!
